There can be no 
doubt that the southern combination will 
have a great advantage over the northern 
combination. While the latter interest can- 
not be consolidated and united into one sys- 
tem, the former is virtually controlled by a 
few powerful parties, who will place their 
securities with the bankers’ triangle, mak- 
mg it virtually one concern. They control 
the best territory in the west, and will have 
full sway throughout California. The north- 
ern combination will be forced to content 
itself with the traffic to and from Oregon 
and points north thereof. 
AS TO OTHER LINES. 

The consummation of the Huntington- 
Gould scheme will piace the Alton, Burling- 
ton, Rock Island, and other Missouri river 
lines in an awkward position. The Alton 
will not be able to get any traffic west of the 
Missouri river except what it is able to com- 
mand in connection with the Kansas Pacitic 
branch of the Union Pacific, and the Burling- 
ton and Rock Island will have no outlet west 
of Denver except by the Union Pacific. All 
lines west of the Missouri river south of the 
lines of the Kansas Pacific branch of the 
Union Pacific, excepting the Rock Island's 


western extension, will be controlled by tne 
Huntington-Gould combination. It is the 
evident intention to force the Rock Island 
to abandon its lines west of the Missouri | 


river to the combination or join it upon the 
latter’s terms.

Ah the Stores and Storeowners of Bellevue 
Believed of Valuables. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 15.— [Special. Two 
masked men robbed all the stores in the .wil- 
lage of Bellevue, four miles 2 of Omaha, 
last night, and escaped. Oscar Kasper was 
counting the day’s receipts in his little gen- 
eral merchandise establishment about 8:30 
o’clock, when he heard a rap at the door. On 
opening it he was confronted by two masked 
men with drawn revolvers, who compelied 
him to hand over his pocketbook and what 
money he had in the drawer. They then 
marched him across the street to the only 
other store in town, which was kept by Mr. 
Wright. Mr. Wright on seeing bis neighbor 
enter the door with his bands up took the 
cue and threw up his. Young Mr. Wright 
and Mrs. Wright, who were in the store at 
the time, followed suit. The two robbers 
got what money there was in the till, re- 
lieved young Mr. Wright of a gold watch, 
and then marched all four of the victims in 
front of the store, where they compelled 
them to stand in a row with their hands up 
until they had disappeared in the woods. All 
the other citizens of the village seem to have 
been in bed. 


BRAZIL MINERS MAKE A PROPOSITION, 


Willing to Return to Work at a Five Cent 
Reduction. 

BRAZIL, Ind., Oct. 15.—[Special.|—The first 
break in the long strike of the block 
coalminers was made today. The min- 
ers in massmeeting reconsidered the ques- 
tion of arbitration and voted to accept a 
five cent reduction below last year’s rate, or 
80 cents, till Nov. 1 and 85 cents till May 1, 
1890. Thomas McQuade, William Lowry, 
Wiliam Galt, M. D. Gray, and John Holmes 
were appointed to wait upon the operators 
and to receive any proposition they wish to 
make. The operators have ail along demand- 
ed a 15 cent reduction, and they have refused 
to arbitrate because, as they claimed, the 
market would not pay any more. The min- 
ers’ offer, therefore, cannot be considered by 
the same. However, the miners’ proposition 
is regarded as the beginning of the end. 


SEIZURE OF AN EXTENSIVE DISTILLERY. 


Freiburg & Workum Charged with De- 
frauding the Government. 
Crxcrnxati, O., Oct. 15.—The United States 
government officers have seized the distillery 
of Freiburg & Workum at Lynchburg, O., 
upon a charge of defrauding the United 
States by equalizing shortages from shrink- 
age in packages before the gauger measured 
the contents. This, it is claimed, saved to 
them the payment of much government tax, 
and being a violation of revenue laws sub- 
jects tne entire property to seizure. The

NATURAL GAS FOUND AT SALEM, 4. D. 


Struck While Digging a Well—It Terror- 
izes the Workmen.

Five People Killed on a Cincinnati . 


Inclined Plane Railway. 


AN’ ACCIDENT T0 THE CABLE. 


Six Wounded. of Whom Three Are Not 
| Expected to Recover.

Crnctnxatt, O., Oct. 15.— [Special. — Cincin- 
nati has never had a more horrible accident 
than the one on Mount Auburn inclined plane 
today. Five lives were at once cut off, and 
three more persons will certaialy die. For 
several years people have been expecting an 
accident on some one of the tive inclined 
plane railways which connect the valley with 
the hilitops. Several times the public have 
been thrilled by the reported breaking of 
the cables, but fortunately there was no loss

of life. The catas- 
trophe orcurred at 
a quarter past 12 
o’clock this after- 
noon. The Main

The accident occurred just as the two cars 
had begun to move, the one from the top, the 
other from the bottom of the incline. The 
rope on the right or east side of the incline 
broke, letting both cars go to the bottom of 
the hill. The car on the west side attained 
but a slight elevation, and in consequence 
was but little injured, stopping at its usual 
resting place at the base of the ivcline; but 
the other car, released from ali fastenings at 
the top of the hill, came down the incline 
with fearful force, and, reaching tae base, 
divided into two parts, the lower section 
grinding into dust at the stone bulwark at 
the base, the upper or passenger portion con- 


| tinuing its terrible jouraey across Mulberry 
street into a grocery, which it flanked, 


and 
ten or fifteen feet further down Main street, 
leaving sections of itself strung all along the 
street. Some of the bodies of the killed and 
wounded) were found in the débris below the 
bulwark and others were strung along the 
street.

Joseph McFadden, an old man living at the 
top of tne hill, was one of the first picked up. 
He was terribly hurt. Then a young woman, 
who proved to be Miss Lillian Oskamp, richly 
dressed, and an oid lady were discovered 
and sent to the morgue in the patrol wagons, 
which had been summoned as soon as the ac- 
cident occurred’ by Jacob Bernhardt, who 
lives near by and saw the cars make their 
awful descent. Six wounded, three of whom 
cannot recover, were then picked up and 
sent to the hospital. 

| SCENES AT THE WRECK. 

The scene as the bodies were taken from 
the ruins was heartrending. Although but 
one of the passengers who took the thrilling 
ride to d3ath was recognized, the crowd was 
moved to tears and expressions of woe by 
the calamitx, and a great throng blocked the 
way ina short time after the accident. Work 
was at once begun to clear away the ruins, 
and this was not an easy task, as the iron 
work of the cars was twisted about the 
broken framework in a strangely curious and 
complicated manner. 

Judge William M. Dickson, one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of Cincinnati, was found in the 
wreck horribly bruised ana unconscious. He 
was taken to the hospital, where he died an 
hour later, Michael Kneiss, a teacher in the 
third intermediate school, was killed out- 
right, and the old woman at the morgue was 
identihed as the wife of the Rev. Russell 
Errett, editor of the Christian Standard, the 
official organ of the disciples. Mrs. Caleb 
Ives, the wife of a wellknown resident of 
Movnt Auburn, was instantly killed. An old 
gentieman, Joseph McFadden, who lived only 
a short distance from the head of the incline, 
was so badly bruised that he died before 
nightfall. 

Miss Lillian Oskamp, daughter of Henry 
Oskamp, the furniture manufacturer, was on 
her way to her lunch from school when the 
accident pecurred. She will surely die. 

Mrs. Hochstetter, Joseph McFadden Jr., 
and Mrs. S. H. Haugh are all badly injured, 
and some of them cunnot recover. It is a 
singular fact that all the occupants of the 
truck were members of prominent families, 
and the fearful accident has caused much 
excitement, 

An inspection of the incline revealed the 
fact that the accident was due not to the 
breakage of the cable, as was at first sup- 
posed, but to the inability of the clamps to 
grip the cabie with sufficient strength to 
bold the weight of the carriage. The marks 
of the clamp as it slipped along the cable at 
the commencement of its downward course 
could be plainly distinguished, while the rope 
itself was intact and sluckened up in large 
coils above the car least injured. 

Charles Goubel was the pilot at the lever. 
He complained that the ceutoff “ was not 
working properly. 1 told the engineer 
about it this morning,” he says, “and the 
engineer told me that he had repaired it. But 
it was still out of order, as it caused the acci- 
dent.” | 

‘WHERE THE BLAME LIES. 

The engineer is Howard Wordendeith. he 
could not be found. Coroner Rendigs says 
the blame for the accident lies between the 
engineer and the pilot. If the pilot reported 
the “cutoff” to be working badly and the 
engineer neglected it, then the engineer is to 
blame. Hf not, then the pilot is culpable. “I 
shall investigate this matter fully,” he added. 

Most of the inclined planes are furnished 
with safety catches at the top. They are 
great steel springs that hold the car in place. 
Itis believed the Mount Auburn incline did 
not have this device, which might have pre- 
vented the accident. 

The Mount Auburn electric road is a close 
corporation, most of whose stock is owned in 
Louisville. H. H. Little, the president, is at 
present in Minneapolis, while H. M. Littie, 
the. superintendent, is in Louisville. J. M. 
Doherty, a weliknown Cineinnauan, is the 
secretary. 

It is thought that the distressing affair will 
cost the company more than $100,000. Public

Newberry also shot at Parker 
Powell, who turned and fired back at him, 
missing his mark.

The others wounded 
were hit accidentally. 
THE ©LOWN AND THE TROUBLE. 

Dothen is a small town, a year old, with 
800 people. Itsprang into existence in an- 
ticipation of the coming of the Alabama 
Midiand railroad, which now runs within 
half a mile of the town. There has becn no 
feud whatever between the alliance and the 
town.

an Attempt ta Asgassinate W. B. Neeves of 
Orand Rapids, Wis. 

- Muwavxkeg, Wia, Oct. 15.— [Speci 
most cowardly attempt to assassinate W. B. 
Neeves, a prominent flour mill owner of 
Grand s, Wis., was frustrated today. 
Mr. Neeves, who is visiting with his brother 
in this eit, today received through the mails 
a small plusn case which was intended to 
carry deadly effects to whoever opened it. 
It was ingeniously arranged, and contained, 
besides a arm of small dynamite cartridges 
and a quart of powder, a small loaded pistol 
with the tri cocked. To the trigger was 
attached a small wire, the other end of which 
was firmly imbedded in the cover of the box, 
so that, had the cover been opened, it would 
have discharged the pistol and exploded the 
powder and dynamite. The arrangement 
was such that had the idea of its designers 
been carried out there would be no doubt of 
its fatal effects. It was only a miracle that 
Mr. Neeves saved his own as well, perhaps, 
as other lives. 

Today Mr. Neeves received a notice to call 
at the postoffice fora package addressed to 
him. He found it to be hey Grand Rapids, 
Wis., and forwarded the postmaster 
there, aithough where it originally came 
from is not shown on the package. Taking 
it to the office of his brother, George Neeves, 
on Grand avenue, he unwrappedit. It re- 
sembled a lady's toilet case of blue plush. 
Opening it slightly a black substance began 
to pour out, Mr. Neeves was startled to dis- 
cover that it was powder. He was not curious 
to examine it farther, but immediately noti- 
fied the police. Two detectives carried it to 
the central station. An examination showed 
that it was no piaything, for through the 
slight opening could be seen the wire. This 
was cut by Inspector Riemer, and as the 
cover was then opened the deadly combusti- 
bles were disclosed. At least two pounds of 
powder were taken but, besides a dozen of 
dynamite cartridges, while firmly imbedded 
in the bottom of the case was the pistol with 
the attacbed wire and a ball! in its barrel.

Cleveland’s Friends Uneasy and Angry Over 
the Possible Consequences. 

New York, Oct. 15.—[Special.}—Gov. Hill’s 
journey southward is being watched with 
great interest by ex-President Cleveland and 
his friends. They, as well as all other poli- 
ticians; put but one meaning to his visit. 
The Governor is cultivating friendly relations 
with the southern Democrats, with a view 
of becoming the standardbearer of his party 
in the national contest of 1892.

prevaience of the foot and mouth disease 
among cattle in those countries, and 
even from Denmark and Scandinavia, 
where no cattie disease is understood 
to be raging.

ALD. DIXON’s PLAN FOR RAISING THE 
MONEY. 


Day after day goes by and those individ- 
uals and papers that have been opposing 
Ald. Dixon’s plan to proeure for the city 

high water pressure and gas plants still fail 
to come forward with their alternative prop- 
osition. They say that it is most desirable 
that the city should furnish fuel gas and 
water for power to its citizens, but they keep 
mum as to the way in which the money can 
be found to build the plants: They attack 
the suggestions of others, but they offer no 
substatutes for them, They bave none, ex- 
cept private snaps.” 

They have managed so to muddle the ques- 
tion jn the minds of their readers that many 
believe it is proposed by Ald. Dixon that 
the city shall offhand enter into an agree- 
ment with capitalists to buila its works and 
then dictate what rent it shall pay and have 
the right to répudiate its agreement when it 


wants to. They have misstated the case to 


certain lawyers, and have gotten from them 
opinions that the city cannot make a contract 
with a company because the present charter 
forbids the council to make a contract un- 
less an appropriation shall have been pre- 
viously made concerning such expense.“ 
It was on this clause that Judge Drummond 
decided that the city could net make a con- 
tract with a gas company for more than one 
year. ! 

But the question is not what the charter 
now says, but what it will say when amended 
by the legislature, The question in brief is: 
Can the legislature constitutionally authorize 
a municipality to make a long lease of water 
or gas works with an option of purchase and 
make a binding bargain on both sides! If the 
legislature bas not that power then the lease 
matter may as well be dropped. But what 
sound lawyer, when the case was fairly 
stated to him, has denied that the legislature 
had power to authorize this and ail cities to 
make a long lease of gasworks? The legisia- 
ture has given it power to rent its own prop- 
‘erty for ninety-nine years of time; why can- 
potit give it the same power to rent for its 
use the property of others? That which the 
legislature is not forbidden to do by the con- 
stitution it can do. Where in the constitu- 
tional limmtations on its powers is anything 


| which bears on this case and prohibits such 


grant of ‘authority? There 1s nothing of the 
kind. As the constitution does not forbid 
the general assembiy to grant to this city the 
power to make the contracts with capital 
specified in Ald. Dixon’s scheme it can do it.

Crispi’s speech, it is evident 
that it was one of great power and intended 
to be a definite and final answer to the mut- 
terings which have been lately heard in some 
quarters as to this question and a warning 
that if any attempt is made by the church to 
interfere with the political r.ghts of Italy it 
will be put down with a strong hand. He 
took his stand upon the pnsition that Rome had 
existed before the temporal power and would 
continue to exist without it as an integral 
part of Italy. He asserted, what is every- 
where known among unprejudiced people, 


that the Pope possesses perfect religious Ab- 


erty and is only restricted, and less harshly 
than in other Catholic states, from encrogch- 
ing upon the sphere of national right.” Ina 
striking simile Sig. Crispi defined the pur- 
pose of the government ana the pedple. 
“Let the church, now free, now endeavor to 
frighten Prometheus with the thunderbolts 
of heaven, Our task is to fight in the cause 
of reason —in other words, the cause 
of national rights. As Jupiter of old 
hurled his bolts at Prometheus for bring- 
ing down fire for the biessing of 
mankind, so the church may attempt 
to frigtten the government for bringing 
to its people the inestimable blessing of the 
disassociation of church and state, but it will 
be of no avail. The people will henceforth 
maintain the cause of reason, for Rome, as 
their king has declared, is now an integral 
por uon of Italy ana not the possession of 
Popes or an estate of the church. It is prob- 
able that in response to these utterances of 
the Italian premier the church may hurl its 
impotent thunderbolts at the Prometheus en- 
joying the blessings of his liberty, but it 
would be wiser for it to accept the inevitable 
and render unto Cesar the things that are 
Ceesar’s. And what reply will France make? 
Will she longer cherish the delusion of some

or will she heed the voice of the majority of 
herown people, as expressed in the iate elec- 
tion, and make Italy her friend by publicly 
declaring that temporal power is dead and 
that she will make no effort to interfere with 
the political liberties of the Italian people! 


ANARCHY OOMING TO THE FRONT UNDER 
ae CREGIER, 

A meeting of about a thousand aparchists— 
men, women, and children—was heid on the 
west side Sunday. Proceedings were opened 
by bringing on the platform the national 
flag, which was vigorously hissed. Then the 
red ensign of dynamite and treason was 
produced and was enthusiastically cheered. 
Next came some ranting speeches by Rus- 
sian, German, and Polish anarchists, stuffed 
full of treason and of scarcely veiled hints of 
the good time of murder and robbery that 
was to come, and in the bringing about of 
which they wanted their bearers to take a 
hand. 

There is no other country on the face of 
the globe where such a thing would have 
been tolerated. It is impossibie to imagine 
the authorities of an English, French, Ger- 
man, or Italian eity remaining spathetic 
when their national flag had been insulted 
and the red flag of treason appiauded. If 
the disloyal assemblage was not broken up 
on the spot it would not be long before all 
the participants were hunted out and locked 
up. They would be dealt with as disturbers 
of the public peace, and precautions would 
be taken to make sure that they offended no 
more. 

There was once a keener patriotic sense in 
this country. If during the rebellion men 
had held a meeting in this city at which the 
stars and stripes were hissed, and the stars 
and bars applauded, and had what was going 
on been known on the street there would 
soon have been a crowd at that hall which 
would have cleaned out the traitors in short 
order. But now the edge of patriotism is so 
blunted that those whose hearts swelled with 
bitterness when the flag was fired on at 
Sumter remain indifferent when it is tram- 
pled on by the rufflanly offscourings of Eu- 
rope. 4 


INTERNATIONAL MARITIME CONFERENCE. 
Now that the Pan-American congress is 
off on its travels through the country for 
sightseeing public interest will be excited by 
the international maritime conference, which 
opens its sessions in Washington today. The 
delegates to this conference represent all the 
martime countries of Europe except Portu- 
gal, and those of Central and South America, 
as well as some in Asia, and the work before 
them is to establish a common system of mar- 
itime laws, regulations, and usages which 
‘shall be of the same advantage to all. 
The object of the conference, therefore, 
as will be seen, is one of the highest impor- 


tance, as its most essential purpose is to 
lessen the dangers of ocean navigation. To 


this end the subject of marine signals will 
be thoroughly discussed at the instance of 
shippers, who contend that the code now in 
use is not only impracticable in many ways 
but is so confusing as in some cases to be tne 
cause of the collisions it is intended to avert. 
If possible some more trustworthy means of 
indicating the course and locality of vessels 
iu storms and fogs will be adopted, and as 
one feature of the new system it is proposed 
to devise some test for color blindness among 
seamen, who may be expected, however, to 
fight it as vigorously as the locomotive engi- 
neers have done, and perhaps with more rea- 
son in their favor, as it is the officers 
of vessels and not the ordinary seamen who 
are responsible for the correct reading of 
the signals. Another proposition in the in- 
terests of safe navigation isa more thorough 
supervision of the great oceanic highways 
by dividing them up among the different na- 
tions and establishing an ocean police whose 
duty it shall be to destroy float:ng whecks 
and give notice of danger from all sources. 
They will also consider life saving appli- 
ances, rere in buoys vx beacons, the 
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‘giving warn 


— the use of the latest inventions in 


turnishing masters of vessels with informa- 
tion such as they need, and which shall also 


adoptisome system of general usage which 
will enable the various nations to act in uni. 
formity stead of separately as now. 

The deliberations of such a conference as 


this cannot but prove of great practical value 


science have already accomplished valuable 
results, especially in combining high rates of 
speed with proportionate safety. The yearly 
records of wrecks, indeed, do not show any 


’ inorease of fatality. On the other hand, the 


average loss of life during the last ten years 
has been about 2,000, which is less than the 

se of the previous decade. There will 
always be seasons, like those of 1881 and 1887, 
when the loss will be heavier, owing to 
storms of overwhelming vioience, but it is 
reasonable to suppose that even in those 
eases concerted action will be more effective 
than separate action in saving life and in 
ofthe approaching calamity. 
From every point of view, indeed, the pend- 
ing conference must prove of great value in 
expediting navigation: and in securing fresh 
means of protection from its its dangers. 


FOOLING THE CARPENTERS. 
The Chicago Globe (Dem.) says that at a 


-recent conference between the Varpenters’ 


council of this city and the Democratic 
county committee the carpenters said 
“their natural affiliation was with the Dem- 
ocratic party, and it was conceded that seven- 
eighths of the entire labor vote will be cast 
this fall for the Democratic ticket.” If this 
is true the ‘carpenters have embraced the 
Democratic free trade doctrine with singular 
unanimity. Receiving now the highest 
wages paid for such labor in any large city 
in the world tne carpenters of Chicago seem 
to think they would be vastly benefited by a 
free trade policy which would reduce their 
cost of living by cutting the cost of goods 
to the European mark. But have they 
counted the cost of sucha policy! Have the 
Democratic politicians who have promised the 
carpenters cheap goods explained also that this 
would mean a reductuon of wages to corre- 

spond with the reduction in the goods? The 
carpenters must not be misied into the be- 
lief that as houses, painted boards, ana car- 
penter work in general cannot be imported, 

but must be put together on the spot, 

therefore they would be secure from foreign 
competition and could get ail the advantages 
of cheap goods without a reduction of wages. 

Wages cannot fall in some great industries 

without forcing down the rate in others, 
With the adoption of free trade wages in all 
industries directly protected would be im- 
mediately forced down about one-third, and 
the same result would quickly follow in all 
the related trades and pursuits. Rents would 
go down in the same proportion with wages, 

because the ability of the renting class to 
pay would aiso be reduced by one-third, Capi- 


talists would then refuse to build new houses 


unless they could do so at an expense ad- 
justed in accordance with the decreased 
rental value of such property. If thé car- 
penters demanded the old high protection 
wages housebuilding would cease and the 
carpenters would be left without work until 
they were ready to accept the free trade low 
Wages situation and accommodate them- 
selves to the new state of affairs. They 
would get coal and cheaper goods of most 
kinds and find some cheapening of garden 
truck, eggs, poultry, fruits, and meat, al- 
though the food staples as a rule would com- 
mand as much as at present, being already 
on the free trade lévet But in securing such 
advantages the carpenters, like the remain- 
der of the community, would have to stand a 
cut of one-third in wages. Where they get 
$3 a day they id have to accept $2. Do 
the carpenters @aderstand that clearly?! Has 
it been frankly and fully explained to them 
by the free trade Democrats with whom tney 
now find their “natural affiliations’? If 
the fact of tne heavy cut in wages has been 
concealed from them by the Democratic 
leaders then a shameful fraud has been 
practiced on them. They can’t have cheap 
free trade goods and high protection wages, 


OIL AND dA. 

The use of petroleum is rapidly increasing 
in England. It 1s consumed in the refined 
form as a substitute for gas in the many op- 
érations where the latter has but recently 
displaced crude coal. The arguments in its 
favor are said to be not only that it givesa 
cheaper and more brilliant light than ordi- 
nary gas but for the reason that it “leaves 
the consumer free from the tyranny of great 
and privileged companies.“ This assertion, 
which doubtiess refers to the gas magnates, 
was made publicly at a recent meeting of 
that dignified body known as the British 
association, and may cherefore be supposed 
to retiect the sentiment of a respectable num- 
ber of gas consumers in the United King- 
dom. The features of the situation are so 
strixingly curious that a glance at them can- 
not fail to interest many readers on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

The English gas is made from native 
coal, which is cheap in comparison with ours, 
because of low cost of mining and short dis- 
tance transportation. The profits of the gas 
companies are limited by law in such a man- 
ner that it is made to their interest to manu- 
facture the article as cheaply as possible aad 
to supply it to customers at a moderate ad- 
vance on first cost. It is a fact that they 
have all along tried to keep in favor with the 
public, and seem to have recently used ex- 
traordinary means for currying the popular 
favor. The oil which comes into successful 
competition with their product has to be im- 
ported from the United States or the Baku 
region in Russia, though it 1§ now believed 
that arrangements will soon be made for re- 
ceiving on a large scale from the recentiy 
discovered oil bearing territory in South 
Australia. As judged from an American 
stand point everything favors the British use 
of gas as against either crude or refined pe- 
tro.eum. If the preference there shown be 
ajust one how much greater must be the 
reason for a universai resort to the burning 
of coal oul here were it not for the monopolis- 
tic restrictions which surround it at every 
foot of the distance between the well and 
the consumer? 

About eight thousand gallons of the crude 
oil are piped to this city daily from the Ohio 
fieids. Its transportation costs three cents 
per barrel, and the value at the wells is 
little more than nominal. But the charge at 
the mouth of the pipe is stated to be sixty- 
five cents, except perhaps to 4 few favored 
ones whose happy lot falls within the pe- 
culiar methods of the Standard combination. 
That makes the oil cost nearly $2 fora quan- 
tity which does the work ordinarily obtained 
from the ton of coal, leaving the difference 
in the cost of handling, removal of ashes, 
etc., as the principal inducement to its use, 
while the company supplying it reaps a profit 
which is enormous in the aggregate. The 
profits on the gas furnished to consumers in 
this city are nearly as great in proportion, 
and the price of the latter is Kept up just as 
high as is possible without encouraging the 
substitution that is now being so extensively 
made in the British islands. The-coal is 
cheap here, as itis not necessary to bring 
anthracite from the east in large quantities 
for the gas retorts. The bituminous prod-

Var JOLIET DED. 

Hight years ago, at demand of the 
Joliet people, this city | directed by the 
legislature to pump 60,000. cubic feet of water 
per minute into the canal if the latter could 
carry that much.

they get 100,000 now. Were tney to receive 
50,000 by the canal and as much more by the 
river their water power. would be doubled 
and the water they got would be noꝶ a quar- 
ter as offensive as it now is. It would be 
about as clean as what used to be sent down 
about the time of the fire, There would be 
little color and no smell. The relief wouid 
be felt all the way down the valley and there 
would be a foot more of water as far as 
Peoria. 

Tue sanitary condition of Chicago would, 
with a double outflow, be four times as good 
asitis. The black, bad smelling water which 
now stretches up to the forks wouid shrink 
steadily southward to a point much nearer 
Bridgeport. The river nuisance in this city 
would be abolished except for à limited sec- 
tion, or for the few days when the Desplaines, 
with no deep channel to receive its storm 
waters, was flowing into the Ogden ditoh. 

Unhappily the canal cannot receive any 
more water than it now does. It has been 
aliowed by the state to fillup with sediment 
till the bottom must be eighteen inches or 
two feet higher than it was when the deep 
ont was made. If more than 580,000 cubic 
feet is thrown in tne boats cannot get under 
the bridges—they have a hard squeeze to do 
it now—and some of these are railroad 
bridges which the corporations that own 
them will not raise, insisting that all the ex- 
pense must be borne by the state.

TAKING CHILDREN OUT OF FUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. © 

A New York dispatch says the priest in 
charge of a large Cathclic parish at Brook- 
lyn has been showing himself altogether too 
zealous in his warfare on the public schools. 
This parish bas a pa school with a 
capacity for 1,500, but with only 1,000 attend- 
ants. Desirous of filling the vacant benches, 
the priest, according to the report, told thir- 
teen children of Catholic parents who were 
going to the public schools that if they did 
not leave them and come to his they would 
be denied further instruction in the Catholic 
Sunday school. It is possible this threat did 
not alarm the children, but it did scare the 
parents of three of them, who at once fol- 
lowed the orders of the priest, The parents 
of thé other ten are obstinate.” They claim 
they have the right as American citizens to 
send their children to the American pub- 
lic school, and that the priest is over- 
stepping his authority when he tries to for- 
bid it, They also claim they are still good 
Catholics and that their children are entitied 
to religious instruction. This priest should 


get a word of warning from his superiors, | 


who know the American people do not look 
with favor on an attempt on the part of the 
Catholic or any other sect to take the sec- 
ular instruction of children out of the hands 
of the state into its own. The bishops and 
archbishops are well aware of this sensitive 
ness of the Americans on the subject of 
their public schools, and whatever they may 
do they should be slow to antagon!ze it offen- 
sively and publicly. If they countenance 
this boycotting of boys ana girls because 
their parents choose to exercise their rights 
as American citizens they will soon bear 
suthin’ drap.” 
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Tus Congregational council, which bas 
just closed its annual session at Worcester, 
Mass., spoke out its sentiments as to the 
color line in religion with no uncertain 
sound. A case came up for consideration 
from Georgia, where there were conflict- 
ing claims from fifty or more white 
churches ana fifteen colored churches, all 
of which were seeking representation.

Your committee could here rest the entire 
matter by the consent of parties naturaily 
sensitive and most deeply concerned. It does 
not sem wise, however, to ore the fact that 
much discussion has been had upon the race or 
caste Question as possibly involved in this case.

DESTITUTION IN CENTRAL DAKOTA, 


A Pathetic Appeal from Miner County—A 


Failure in Crops. 

Sroux Falls, 8. D., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
There is groat danger that the famine among 
the farmers of central Dakota last winter 
will repeat itself this year. Intelligence just 
received here from Miner county discloses 
the fact thatalarge number of farmers in 
that section are in destitute circumstances. 


Owing to the drought their crops were a total 


failure this season. In a letter addressed to 
parties in this city J. Q. Severs, pastor of the 
Congregational church at Carthage, and E. 
J. Reeves, chairman of the county commis- 
sioners, say: 

The people are now in pressing need of cloth- 
ing for the winter. There are scores of families 
who have no wheat, corn, or vegetables, with 
scareely hay enough to feed their teams and one 
cow though the winter. They have nothing to 
sell and no way to provide for the demands of a 
Dakota winter. They are disheartened and dis- 
courged. Without colormg we could relate to 
you several sad instances. What aid you can 
extend the poor in Miner county will be thank- 
fully received. 

A relief committee has been appointed to 
solicit aid, and many towns throughout the 
State are responding liberally to the call for 
assistance.

THE MOST POWERFUL CRUISER AFLOAT. 
i ae 
The Successful Tests of the Italian Man-o’- 
; War Piemonte. . 

New York Times: The gunnery trial of the 
now famous Italian cruiser Piemonte has 
been carried out. The test took place in En- 
gligh waters and was made by Italian gun 
crews. Because the latter were new to the 
work no attempt was made to record rapidity 
of fire. Ten rounds were fired from the four 
and three-quarter inch gun in forty-seven 


and one-half seconds, whereas an ordinary 


breechloading gun took five minutes and 
seven seconds to fire the same number of 
rounds, The six inch gun will fire. six shots 
a minute, as against a round in about every 
a seconds with the ordinary gun. 

hrougbout the test the weather was squal- 
ly,@ smart breeze blowing, and, although 
there was not a heavy sea, there was quite 
enough to allow an idea to be formed of the 
steady gun piatform the ship affords. The 
trial was made about eight mules off the 
mouth of the Tyne, and, though it was not a 
target test, the Italian crews demolished 
with tremendous rapidity every target put 
overboard. The firing test lasted two hours 
and a half, during which time the Piemonte 
was maneuvered with the object of showing 
her best points. Witnessing the trial were 
naval representatives of several nations, in- 
cluding Great Britain. 

The triai resuited in fulfilling the contract 
requirements, and the Piemonte is now con- 
sidered the most powerful fighting cruiser 
afioat. In her steam trial tests she steamed 
for an hour and a half at the rate of twenty- 
two knots an hour, developing an indicated 
horsepower of 18,000. In turning she will 
make a complete circie of 508 yards in diam- 
eter in three minutes and twenty-four sec- 
onds. When going at full speed she will 
stop dead and reverse the direction of travel 
in one minute and thirty five seconds. Her 
speed and coal endurance enable her to 
steam at the rate of tweive knots an hour for 
fifty-five days, during which time she can 
cover about 13,500. knots. 

The chief arffiiment of the Piemonte con- 
sists of six six-inch quick firing guns, weigh- 
ing five tons fifteen bundredweigut each, 
placed one forward, one aft, and two amid- 
ships in the port and starboard sides. In ad- 
dition she has six four-and-three-quarter-inch 
quick firing guns of two tons one hundred- 
weight each, ten six-pound Hotchkiss guns, 
six one-pound Hotchkiss guns, and four 
Maxim guns. Four of the six-inch guns ure 
placed in sponsons on projections from 
the ship’s side, so that the two for 
wurd guns can fire right ahead and the 
two after guns right astern. The Hotch- 
kiss and Maxim guns are distributed about 
the rails andin the to There are also 
three torpedo tubes. ‘The four-and-three- 
quarter-inch gun will pierce 1044 inches of 
wroughtiron, while the six inch gun will 

ierce 15 inches of the same material. 

aking into consideration the rapidity with 
which the Elswick guns of the Piemonte can 
be worked, the statement is made that the 
Piemonte is capable of 83 in a given 
time twice tne weight of shot and shell that 
could be fired by the largest war vessel 
afloat, not excluding monster battleships tive 
or six times her size. 

The quick tiring system is based upon well 
known mechanical principles. The lost en- 
ergy of the recoil is absorbed by means of 
horizontal hydraulic cylinders fitted with 
pistons. There are two of these cyiinders, 
one on each side of the gun. The hydraulic 
cylinder, socalled, contains oil, and when 
the reaction due to the explosion of the pow- 
der is set 8 the dbiston is forced back to the 
rear, thereby allowing the gun to recoil. 
The oil is, during this action, forced through 
an aperture froma one side of the piston to 
the other, thus proceeding to the opposite 
end of the cylinder and past the piston. Tbe 
cylinaér is attached to a Statimell carri 
while the piston is attached to the gun. By 
an ingenious arrangement the oil aperture is 
made to alter in area of opening. This per- 
mits of the gun being brought to rest with- 
out shock, although the recoil at no time dur- 
ing the trial was over two feet. The gun is 
run into place again oy means of powerful 
springs on each side contained within the 
mechanism. 

Smokeless powder is to be used aboard the 
Piemonte. This is imperative, since by rea- 
son of the rapidity of fire ordimary black 
powder would so envelop the ship in smoke 
as to preciude all possibility of aiming at or 
seeing the enemy. |

Call and time Loans. 

Several correspondents are calling for an ex- 
planation of the difference between call and time 
loans, having had their curiosity aroused by the 
fact that the call loan rate on the New York 
Stock exchange has run up ta 90 per cent. 

A call or demand loan is one that is payable at 
the lender's option. In Chicago a borrower is 
usual Yee — twenty-four hours in which to re- 
turn loan after he has received notice from 
tne lender that tne money is wanted back. In 
New York a demand loan if called in the morn- 
ing is payable in the afternoon of the same day, 
and if called in the afternoon is payable the next 
morning. Loans on the New York Stock ex- 
change are day loans; those made today must 
either be paid or renewed tomorrow. When the 
eee Soe nge is quoted it is the rate on these 
day loans that is referred to.

IxDbIAxATOLTSs, Ind., Oct. 15.—[Special. }—

OPPOSED BY GOV, AMES. 


The Atchison Reorganization Pian Unfair 
to the Bondholders. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 15.- Gov. Oliver Ames 
was interviewed on the Atchison reorganiza- 
tion plan. He said: 

“This is not fair to the bondholder. As 
long as the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé is 
good it must pay its interest. The bondhold- 
ers will not stand by and let themselves be 
robbed. The plan might be a grand thing 
for the stockholders, but it would be at the 
expense of the bondholders. We bought the 
bonds as a source of income, trying to keep 
outside of speculation, and we expect a fairer 
settiement than that now proposed.”’ 

The Governor said that the 5 per cent bonds 
of the Chicago, Kansas & Western were 
bought at par, and now the holders are of- 
fered 55 for them in 4 per cents, For Gull, 
Colorado & Santa Fé $1,000 6 per cent bonds 
the holders are offered $3004 per cents. To 
this he thought the bondholders would not 
consent, In place of these propositions he 
would suggest the cutting off from each bond 
ot five years’ covpons, giving in place of 
them coupons entitling each shareholder to 
receive 50 per cent in cash and 50 per cent 
in interest bearing scrip. The Governor de- 
tailed the workings of this pian at length, 
and said that by it every interest would be 
protected. 


“HUTCH” HAS AN IMITATOR, 


Young Jesse Hoyt of New York Emulating 
the Chicagoan’s Career. 

New York, Oct. 15. — [Special.] — Ever 
since the goyernment crop report came out 
last Thursday evening there has been a 
sharp struggle in the wheat pit both here 
and at Chicago. Previous to Friday the bulls 
had run the price of December wheat here 
up to 89 cents or thereabouts, and at Chicago 
to 8 cents. Among those who were, and still 
are, long of wheat the most conspicuous op- 
erator 1s Jesse Hoyt, a young man of about 
30 years, who has devoted himself to the fas- 
cinations of wheat options for two or three 


| years past, and has earned quite a reputa- 


tion asa bold and skillful piunger. He in- 
herited $500,000 or $600, from his 
uncle, the late millionaire of the same 
name, over whose will there was a 
contest in the interest of his daughter. In 
some quarters there has been an idea that 
young Jesse Hoyt is seeking to emulate the 
career of the most famous of Chicago’s wheat 
men, and to become, in a word, the “Old 
Hutch” of the New York market. But his 
friends discredit this idea and are of the 
opinion that Mr. Hoyt is simply dealing in 
wheat because it is congenial to him and at- 
fords him @ pleasant diversion. His meth- 
ods, though bold, are not usually of the sen- 
sational and eccentric description character- 
istic of Hutch's.“ The truth appears to be 
that Mr. Hoyt is long of a good deai of wheat. 
How much, of course, nobody knows, but 
rumor puts it anywhere between 1,000,000 
and 3,000,000 of bushels. 


A FIGHT ON THE COFFIN TRUST. 


Another Combination Will Reduce the 
Prices Oue- Half. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., Oct. 15.—[ Special.] — The 
National Burial Case association, otherwise 
the coffin trust, has hoisted prices so rapidly 
of late that there is another Richmond in the 
fiela, This is an anti-trust company that pro- 
poses to manufacture and sell coffins at just 
half the present prices. A member of the 
new organizauon speaking of it today said; 
„We will sell goods to everybody who wishes 
coffins in this city or elsewhere, and our 
first move will de to cut prices 
about 60 per cent on everything. 
About three weeks ago the National Burial 
Case association sent out a circular notify- 
ing undertakers of a raise all along the line 
of from 40 to 55 per cent in the prices of 
various caskets and suppviiés.

The cost of raw material is not a 
cent greater than it was, and tne question is, 
Where does this money got Why, it adds to 
the profits of these monopolist manu- 
facturers. Their charges are outrageous. 
The local association has said it would force 
us out of business, and now tney will have to 
doit. I think by the time we bave reduced 
rices on tnem they will bave to retire from 
usiness themselves.”’

The McEvoy Law Constitutional. 

- AtBany, N. V., Oct. 15.—[Special. |—The 
court of appeals today declared the McEvoy 
law, passed in 1888 and regulating the 
charges of elevating grain, constitutional. 
The prevailing opinion is written by Judge 
Andrews and is concurred in by four of the 
other judge It is based mainiy on the de- 
cision in un vs. IIlinois, and holds sub- 
stantially that the business of elevating 
grain is in a line with that of common car- 
riers and that a public interest is thus 
stamped on it. For that reason the legisia- 
ture bas authority to control i, Judges 
Peckham and Gray dissent. In Judge Peck- 
ham’s opinion it is held that the law is un- 
constitutional as it legislates against indi- 
vidual rights and property. The fact that 
the elevators owned by individuals are 
necessary does not signify that they shouid 
become the subject of legisiative ‘control as 
to charges. 


THE CRONIN CONSPIRACY. 


Washington Post: The defense in the 
Cronin case seem bound to shatter and utterly 
destroy any lingering belief which may exist as 
to the possible innocence of the prisoners. 

Davenport Gazette: The disclosures already 
made in the Cronin trial at Chicago show an 
alarming state of affairs, and at the same time 
they may explain the delay in getting a jury.

Rochester Democrat: Chicago owes it to her 
fair name to prosecute the jury bribers and 
bribed to the extremest limits of the law, as also 
tosee that no man who had a hand in the piteous 
taking off of Dr. Cronin shall escape the penalty 
he has invqked.

Duluth Tribune: If the telegraphic reports 
are right, the English system of juriés is on trial 
in the Cronin case in Chicago.

Philadelphia Ledger: It will be a hard task 
to bring the perpetrators of these crimes to jus- 
tice, with treason lurking even in she district 
attorney's office, but Chicago will have to do it 
by some méans or surrender her rule of law and 
hand the city over to the rule of nibilists and 
members of secret organizations foreign in all 
their objects and methods. | 

Milwaukee Sentinel: As one by one the 
subterfuges and rascalities which are discov- 
ered in connection with it come to the know!l- 
edge of the public, the conviction is deepened 
that the murder was no case of ordinary crime 
but the culmination of a deliberate plot on the 
part of some extended organization which pos- 
sesses shrewd leaders and commands abundant 
pecuniary resources, 

Peoria Transcript: That the prisoners are 
guilty of the crime charged in the indictments 
there is now scarcely a reasonable doubt. The 
last revelations in the case make chat pretty 
clear.

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DYNAMITE DID THE WORK 


IT BLEW A HOLE IN THE ROOF OF 
THE WASHINGTON STREET TUNNEL. 


— — 


The First Opening: Made Through Masonry 
Progress That the Contractors Are 
Making—A Cofferdam That Is Almost 
Water Tight—The Eastern Ualt to Be 
Finished Dec. 10, the Whole April 1— 
Cable Tracks Being Laid. 


The Fitz-Simons & Connell company, con- 
tractors rebuilding the Washington. street 
tunnel, have reuched a stage in the work 
from which progress will be made with 
greatly increasea rapidity. The eastern half 
of the tunnel is now laid bare to the three 
inner brick arches covering the two road- 
Ways and the footpath. To accomplish this 
work necessitated the construction of a cof- 
ferdam capabie of withstand ing the pressure 
of a head of eighteen feet of water, as well 
as the bumps and knocks of ali sorts of lake 
and river craft. The next step was to pump 
the water out and then remove the outer 
coverings of the tunnel, which came so near 
the surface of the river. as to be a serious 
obstruction to navigation. It was no uncom- 
mon occurrence for vessels drawing fourteen 
feet of water to stick on the arch until they 
could be lightered. The exterior coverings 
consisted of a layer of stone ten inches thick, 
a layer of asphaltum one inch thick, and a 
layer of concrete one and a half feet thick. 
Under these came the brick masonry of the 
inner arch, laid in cement, and forming a 
solid wall twenty-two inches thick. 

SUCCESS OF THE WORK. 

It was found on pumping out the water 
that the cofferdam was as nearly water tight 
as is possible to make such structures. To 
all intents amd purposes it is perfectly tight, 
as all the Water that percolates through its 
sides in twenty-four hours can be pumped out

in ten miputes. Enormous lateral timbers, 
fourteen inches square, braced with large 
iron bolts and other timbers, extend from 
side to side of the dam at short intervals, 
forming an immovable support against the 
power of the water outside and a defense 
against serious damage from chance en- 
counters with passing vessels. 
Down in the bottom of the pit formed by 
the dam the first opening was made in the 
roof of the tunnel yesterday afternoon. 
Previous to this all entraaces to the tunnel 
were closed by locked and barred doors, pla- 
carded with notices of danger. Then two 
holes an inch in diameter were drilled for 
eighteen inches into the top of the brick arch 
6ver the south roadway. Dynamite car- 
tridges were placed in the holes and connect- 
ed with an electric battery which was manip- 
ulated by W. T. Hatton, the superintendent 
incharge of the work. When the charges 
were fired they blew holes clear through the 
arch and loosened the brick for a space about 
four feet square, so that they could easily be 
removed. Other blasts were made during 
the afternoon, and at night a yawning chasm

across the three arches bore witness to the 
destructive power of nitro-gycerine, 

The charges used were not large enough 
to endanger any of the surrounding proper- 
ty, but were large enough to send a cioud of 
bricks and mortar high in the air, and 
caused the workmen to retire with precipita- 
tion to places of safety. 

WILL MAKE RAPID PROGRESS, 

The space now inclosed by the cofferdam 
is 50x70 feet in extent and 15 feet deep. It 
will be three feet deeper before long, as the 
design is to lower the whole tunnel, top and 
bottom, to that depth, giving eighteen feet of 
water on either side of the bridge pier. The 
force of laborers and masons will be 
increased as fast as ithe work will 
permit of their being employed to 
advantage, and Superintendent Hatton, es- 
timating from the rate of progress he will 
now be able to make, thinks the eastern half 
of the tunnel will be completed Dec. 10. The 
western half will then be undertaken im- 
mediately, and itis thought the whole work 
will be completed by Avril 1. 

Cabie tracks have already been laid on the 
eastern incline as far into the tunnel and the 
present stage of the work will allow, as by 
the time the tunnel is ready there will be 
nothing to delay the running of cars, 


BLOOMINGTON HAS BOODLERS, TOO. 


Ex-Colleector Ledered Tells How the City 
Has Been Defrauded of Thousands. 

BLOOMINGTON, III., Oct, 15.—[Special.|— 
Bloomington had another sensation today 
which created fully as much excitement as 
did the Green-Barker elopement yesterday. 
The trial of tne criminal cases of the people 
versus Ignatz Ledered, late collector of 
Bioomington city and * ·[ and his as- 
sistants or deputies, Harry V. Loehr and 
Leon L. Loehr, cousins, began Monday. These 
men are under indictments for defrauding 
the taxpayers of the township and city by 
falsifying the records and stealing the over- 

lus thus obtained. The case of 

arry V. Loehr was to de tried 
today. When the three indicted men 
were arraigned Ledered pleaded guilty 
to the three indictments—forgery, larceny, 
and falsifying the record—and stated that 
he desired to make a full confession. He 
said that when he was elected to the office 
the Loehrs, who had been with former col- 
lectors, stated that his predecessors had 
made “a good thing” by overcollecting and 
falsifying the records, and appropriating tne 
gains. Assuring him that there was no dan- 
ger whatever of detection they finally per- 
suaded him to enter into the conspiracy to 
rob the public. Ledered will go on the stand 
tomorrow and divulge ail the facts in con- 
nection with a game of thievery which he 
declares has been going on for many years 
and by which the taxpayers of Bloomington 
have been robbed of many thousands of dol- 
lars. Ledered is a German-American and 
figured prominently in city politics for some 
years. The Loehrs are members of two of 
the oldest and most respected families of the

A DIFFERENCE OF VIEWS ON THE 
LEAD ORE QUESTION, 


Protest from the Secretary of State to the 
Secretary of the Treasury—How the 
Treasury Ruliog Affects Our Mexican 
Trade—Synopsis of the Correspondence 
Between the Two Secretaries—Recent 
Developments, 3 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Oct. 12.—[New York 
Evening Post.] — We have again presented to 
the country the spectacle of one member of 
President Harrison’s cabinet running afoul 
of some of the cherished projects of another 
member and getting a lecture for it. The
